About correctly loading tube audio amplifiers: the issue is not the 
tubes but how to avoiad trashign the output transformer. 


Most radios use pentodes (42, 6F6...) or beam power tubes (6V6) as 
audio PA tubes. They have a very high output impedance (at least ten 
times the usual plate load impedance of 5-10 K) and so are 
essentially current sources. When run with no load, they will make 
square waves out of even a modest signal since the output stage gain 
is now more than 10 times its usual value. If you charge up an 
inductor (the outptu transforemr primary) and then shut it off 
quickly (like a car ignition system), you will get a very large peak 
voltage, which can break down the insulation in the windings and 
trash the output tranny. the tube probably won't arc over, and may 


not care much if it does. Don't try this with sand state stuff.... 


If you have more or less the right load on the secondary this won't 
happen. If you don't apply any signal to the output stage (SX-42 
scheme) that's OK, too. For bench testing I sometimes short the 
output, also safe. Just don't leave it open. 


The opposite is true for sand state amps. Nearly all of them are 
protected by special circuit features against short circuits, but 
they don't care about unloaded operation, since they have no output 
transformers. I still avoid shorting them out, as some will quickly 
overheat if a signal is present even if they don't immediately die.
